Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Lovelace,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1962.  The  Report  has  been 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/63  and 
includes  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Haine,  who  had  been  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  28 J years,  retired  in  October,  1962,  and  since  another  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  the  area  retired  during  that  year  it  was  decided 
to  review  the  Medical  Administrative  arrangements  in  the  South 
Western  division  of  the  County.  By  agreement  of  all  the  authorities 
concerned  it  was  finally  decided  to  create  three  new  posts;  those  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Godaiming  Borough,  Hambledon 
Rural  and  Haslemere  Urban  District  Councils  and  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  Surrey  County  Council  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
Farnham  Urban  and  Guildford  Rural  District  Councils  and 
Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Surrey  County  Council,  and  that  of  the 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Farnham  and  Haslemere 
Urban  District  and  Hambledon  and  Guildford  Rural  District 
Council  and  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Surrey  County  Council. 

The  population  of  the  District  showed  an  increase  from  12,830 
to  12,990  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the  inhabited  houses  from 
3,614  to  3,746. 

In  general,  the  health  of  the  District  was  very  good.  There  was 
an  increase  in  the  death-rate  of  bronchitis,  but  the  death-rates  of 
both  heart  disease  and  cancer  showed  a slight  decrease. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low,  it  not  being  a 
“Measles  year”,  but  there  were  more  cases  of  dysentery  than  usual 
due  to  outbreaks  in  residential  nurseries  in  the  District. 

Smallpox  occurred  in  some  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  during 
the  earlier  months  of  the  year  and  there  was  considerable  work 
involved  locally  in  the  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  of  members 
of  the  public  who  requested  it,  and  the  surveillance  of  possible 
contacts.  However,  no  case  was  notified  in  the  District. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members 
and  Officers  and,  in  particular,  the  staff  in  the  Public  Health 
Department,  for  the  warm  welcome  I received  when  I took  up  my 
appointment  in  April,  1963,  and  for  the  kindness  and  assistance 
I have  received  since.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Guildford  Public 
Health  Laboratory  and  at  the  Group  Hospital  Laboratory  at  King 
George  V.  Hospital  for  Chest  Diseases.  The  Guildford  Laboratory 
sends  copies  of  reports  on  all  specimens  examined  for  infectious 
organisms  to  the  Public  Health  Department  as  well  as  to  the  private 
doctor  or  hospital  concerned.  Examinations  carried  out  at  the

Water  Analysis. — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
Gray’s  Inn  Road,  London,  W.C.l,  undertake  the  routine  examina- 
tion (both  chemical  and  bacteriological)  of  samples  of  water.  The 
number  examined  by  them  during  1962  was  20. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

An  ambulance  sub-station  of  the  Surrey  County  Ambulance 
Service  is  situate  in  the  Urban  District  at  Grayswood  Road,  Hasle- 
mere  (Haslemere  4646).  This  sub-station  has  three  ambulances  and 
a sitting  case  vehicle  available. 

Ambulances  from  other  districts  within  the  Guildford  Control 
Station  area  also  serve  this  district  at  times. 

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
midwifery,  home  nursing  and  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council. 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  of  help  in  some  cases,  though  the 
difficulties  and  deficiencies  in  rural  areas  are  well  recognised.  It  has 
been  augmented  this  year  by  the  Neighbourly  Help  Scheme,  as 
has  been  urged  for  so  many  years  in  these  pages.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  County  Scheme  is  administered  through  the  Surrey  Council 
of  Social  Service.  The  extension  to  include  elderly  people  has  proved 
of  great  value. 
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HEALTH  PROPAGANDA 

The  importance  of  this  has  been  increasing  rapidly  in  recent 
years,  and  more  and  more  time  and  attention  given  to  it.  The  easiest 
approach  to  numbers  of  people  is  obviously  via  schools  and  tenants 
of  Council  houses.  Especially  is  it  necessary  to  approach  young 
people  entering  industry.  The  prevention  of  cancer,  heart  disease 
(particularly  coronary  thrombosis)  and  tuberculosis  are  other  subjects 
meriting  extensive  propaganda  and,  of  course,  the  most  effective 
approach  to  reduction  of  these  is  via  the  young. 

AGED  PERSONS 

Visits  were  paid  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  to  such  aged  persons 
known  to  us  as  might  require  help. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  quality  of  the  water  in  supply  is  checked  by  us  indepen- 
dently and  frequently  in  accordance  with  the  routine  established 
during  the  years. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Hindhead  sewerage  scheme  is  well  in  hand  but  no  sections 
will  become  operative  until  later  in  1963. 

SCAVENGING 

The  Refuse  Collection  service  is  administered  by  the  Council’s 
Surveyor  and  has  been  well  maintained. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  provides  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  is 
administered  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

In  addition  to  Shottermill  County  Junior  School  swimming 
pool  there  are  many  swimming  pools  at  private  schools  and  houses. 

The  swimming  pool  at  Shottermill  School  is  well  maintained 
and  is  in  continuous  heavy  use  during  the  summer  months.  The 
purification  and  chlorination  plant  is  satisfactory  and  analyses  are 
taken  at  frequent  intervals.  Samples  are  also  now  taken  from  all 
other  schools. 

Notes  and  advice  on  management  and  purification  have  been 
prepared  and  are  available  to  all  on  request. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

There  were  no  instances  of  infringement  in  this  District. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  came  to  our  notice  during 
1962. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  such  premises  in  the  Haslemere  Urban  District. 
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HOUSING 


The  number  on  the  Housing  List  was  151  compared  with  117 
in  1961. 

Under  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  1 family  was  moved 
from  sub-standard  accommodation.  The  total  dealt  with  from  the 
slum  clearance  list  is  now  53. 

During  1962,  27  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise.

FRESH  CREAM 

24  samples  were  taken  and  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  test. 
There  is,  of  course,  no  statutory  standard  for  fresh  cream  but 
a report  of  a Working  Party  of  the  Public  Health  Service  recom- 
mended the  following: —

The  number  of  cases  on  the  register  tends  slowly  to  decrease. 
During  1962  there  were  no  deaths,  and  it  is  worth  pointing  out  that 
there  has  been  only  1 death  in  the  past  7 years. 

The  value  of  the  Odelca  Unit,  which  visits  Haslemere  twice 
monthly,  was  again  proved  inestimable.  Investigation  of  these  cases 
could  not  be  done  so  thoroughly,  so  promptly,  nor  so  conveniently 
without  the  help  of  this  Mass  X-Ray  Unit.  I am  glad  to  express 
gratitude  for  their  always  ready  assistance.

District  during  1962. 

Schedule  P,  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  is  still 
in  use  and  children  are  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus  in  one  course  of  injections  (called  Triple 
Immunisation).

THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT,  1962

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Haslemere  Urban 
District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  thirtieth  annual  report  on 
the  work  carried  out  by  my  Department. 

In  the  Public  Health  administration  fresh  legislation  was 
brought  into  force  in  the  form  of  the  Factories  Act,  1961,  which 
was  an  Act  to  consolidate  the  Factories  Acts  from  1937  to  1959, 
and  dated  from  the  1st  April,  1962.  As  before,  the  requirements 
affecting  our  administration  are,  in  the  main,  limited  to  sanitary 
conditions. 

Other  legislation  covered  improvement  of  houses  and  certain 
Regulations  governing  slaughterhouses. 

The  Housing  Regulations  were  interesting  in  that  the  Govern- 
ment wishes  to  encourage  the  improvement  of  those  houses  which, 
while  meeting  the  minimum  standard  of  fitness,  lacked  those 
amenities  recognised  as  desirous  in  this  time  and  age,  embracing 
such  things  as  improved  heating  and  toilet  facilities  and  the  provision 
of  baths.  The  Government  therefore  desires  to  see  a big  increase  in 
the  number  of  houses  being  improved.  It  was  envisaged  that  Local 
Authorities  should  be  prepared  to  make  a determined  and  systematic 
approach  to  this  problem  and  such  a procedure  has  been  commenced 
in  this  District. 

With  regard  to  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  modest  progress 
was  still  being  made  and  in  addition  to  rehousing  by  the  Council, 
one  or  two  Undertakings  had  been  determined  on  the  improvement 
of  the  houses  concerned. 

Food  supervision  has  proceeded  smoothly  and  a very  good 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  appearance  has  been  sustained  through- 
out the  District. 

The  new  administration  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders 
carried  out  through  the  County  Council  has  also  proceeded  well. 

With  regard  to  slaughtering  facilities  in  the  District,  the 
rebuilding  of  the  existing  licensed  slaughterhouse  was  completed 
and  the  very  modern  and  workable  slaughterhouse  was  duly  opened 
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by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  by  kind  invitation  of  the  owners, 
who  made  this  a very  pleasant  occasion.  The  slaughterhouse  has 
since  operated  busily  to  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  per- 
formance. 

The  good  work  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  has  proceeded  efficiently  and  infestations  were  happily  confined 
to  minor  incidents. 

This  past  year  has  seen  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Haine,  our 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  after  many  years  of  service  with  this 
Council,  when  we  were  happy  to  wish  him  a long  and  enjoyable 
retirement.

Complaints. — During  the  year  505  complaints  were  received,  of 
which  407  were  in  connection  with  rats  and  mice  and  were  dealt  with 
under  the  Pests  Act,  and  138  visits  were  made  in  the  investigation 

of  the  remainder.

Spirit.  From  15  of  these  premises  petrol  is  sold,  while  at  the  other 
24  premises  petrol  is  stored  for  private  use  only.  No  licences  were 
issued  for  the  storage  of  Carbide  of  Calcium.  140  visits  were  made 
in  all.

249  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  licensing  is,  of  course,  administered  by  the  County,  but 
the  inspection  and  sampling  has,  as  agreed,  been  continued  by  this 
Council. 

ICE  CREAM 

There  are  62  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  Routine 
inspections  and  sampling  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


MANUFACTURE  OF  SAUSAGES,  PRESERVED  FOOD,  ETC. 

There  are  13  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Act 
in  respect  of  the  manufacture  of  sausages,  preserved  food,  etc.,  and 
no  adverse  comment  was  called  for  during  the  year. 

HOTELS  AND  RESTAURANTS 

Routine  inspections  of  these  premises  showed  a well  maintained 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  personal  hygiene. 

BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  4 bakehouses  in  the  District  and  91  visits  of  inspection 

were  made. 

GAME  LICENCES 

Nine  shopkeepers  were  licensed  to  deal  in  game,  the  fee  for 
which  is  7s.  6d. 

MEAT 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  which  is  under  private 
management. 

389  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  inspecting  animals 
slaughtered.  Two  licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen. 

There  are  14  butchers’  shops  in  the  District,  all  of  which  are 
kept  in  a satisfactory  manner.  387  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises.
